COUNTY SURVEYOR'S EVIDENCE. 

Mr. R. Davison, County Surveyor. Eastern 
Division, stated. in reply to the Inspector, 
that be had a mileage of 860 miles. the total 
county nifleage being about, 1.900 miles. He 
had three part-time assistant surveyors. who 
AS éach, approximately, 300 miles under his 
charge. 

a Pe vou satisfied that these 
assistants would be able to give proper super: 
vision to their ' apeas’—Yes, provided they 
were whole-time 6fficérs. 

Are they paid travelling expenses!—Yes, at 
the rate of sixpence a mile; the same as 
myself. 

Continuing. Mr. Davison said that “the 
assisant syrveyors certified for work done, and 
tén road foremen were operating in his dis- 
trict. As to the certification by the assistant, 
surveyors df the pay sheets, the witness said 
that there was no provision on the pay sheets 
for any certificate by the assistant surveyor, 
but he took it that when an assistant initialled 
a pay sheet, as far as he knew that sheet 
was correct. He would not take it to mean - 
that the assistant had actually seen every” 
detail.on the sheet carried out. He appointed 
the gangers himself, sd on the recommenda- 
tion of the Council for the dis- 
trict. but was hever ¢ompelled, and 
could not be compelled, to make any 
appointment of that nature against his 
will) ‘When he had reason to disempiéy 
a man he was never reinstated by the 
Council without his (County Surveyor's) 
approbation. The fact was that he was 
treated very well by the Council in that 
respect, 

he Inspector—Apart from the County 
Council, had you bebn interfered with by 
any outside organisation?—I had trouble with 
Labour organisations. 


A STRIKE IN 1920. 

Was there any complete upset of road 
work? Yes; the men struck and interfered 
with my machinery. On one occasion I! 
went to load a waggon myself and I ‘was 
threatened with a stick. That was in 1920. 

Can you tell us any other thing that inter- 
fered with road work that made it more 
expensive? Of course—finding money. The 
purchasing power of money was reduced in 
1920 and 1921. | 

The Insepctor—Did you ever recollect 
deputations of labour coming to the meet- 
ings of the Council and interrupting the pro- 
ceedings ” 

Mr. PDavison—Yes. I remember one occa- 
sion in 1919, but Ido not think that. the 
interruption had anything to do with labour. 

Having ard to yo ' experience, do you 
think that the County Council can continue 
to bear the expénditure on. the roads that 
has been borne for some time past? They 
have reduced the amount this year. 

Do you think that it is an equitable divi- 
sion as between the Government grant and 
what is paid by 1 e rates? I think the 
Council can bear the present amount put 
forward for road maintenance, and which I 
think is very lean. — 

Are you satisfied thet it is a fair return 
for expenditure on the roads? Yes, | am 
satisfied it is a fair return. 


PIONEERS OF DIRECT LABOUR. 

Mr. Leahy said that since the proceedings 
opened that morning he had read the report 
of Mr. E. Quigley, Chief Local Government 
Engineer, on the condition of the roads under 
Mr. Davison’s jurisdiction. It was not, he 
thought, fair to proceed with Mr. Davison’s 
examination in the absence of Mr. Quigley. 
He held no brief for Mr. Davison, neither was 
he against him, but Mr. Quigley made a 
strong and specific charge against Mr. Devi- 
son, and the letter made an equally strong 
case in his defence. In view of that, Mr. 
Quigley should be in attendance. 

The Inspector seid that he had not time 
to read the report of Mr. Quigley, and when 
he had read it he would see what, if any, 
advantage would be derived from his attend. 
ance. 

Replying to Mr. Laffan, a former Chairman 
of the Council, the witness expressed the view 
that the Limerick County Council were 
pioneers of direct labour on the roads. In 
other counties a system obtained whereby 
main roads were maintained by direct labour 
and by-roads by contract at a price per 
perch, but he did not think that such a 
svstem would lead to efficiency and economy 
to the ratepayers of Limerick. As regards 
the question of assistant officers and part-time 
assistant officers, he remembered in 1922 that 
the County Council recommended in the direct 
labour scheme that assistant officers should be 
permanent officials. 

He-then dealt with the question of quarrying 
and the quality of stone. 


A GHARGE OF INEFFICIENCY. 

Mr. Laffan said that he was charging the 
present County Council with inefficiency. He 
wanted to know from Mr. Davison if the Sinn 
Fein Council ever attempted to interfere with 
him in the opening of quarries that he con- 
sidered were useless. 

Mr. Davison—No. The Sinn Fein Council 
gave me a free hand in regard to material, 
and your predecessors in office also gave me 
a free hand. 

Mr. Laffan asked which was the Sinn Fein 
or present County Council the better from an 
administration point of view. 

Mr Davison—I would prefer not to draw 
invidious comparisons. i 

The Inspector—That is a very wide ques- 
tion, but we can draw our own conclusions. 

Mr. Laffan—Were these men put into a 
quarry without your consent under the exist- 
ing administrators? 

Mr. Davison replied affirmatively, adding 
that he did not pay them. :

on appeal an award of £5.000 made by 
Girenit Judge Doyle at Naas on March 7, 
i 1925, as. compensetion for criminal injury to 
Henry Hosie, gentleman farmer, of Course- 
town, Athy, Co. Kildare, on the night of 
October 4, 1918, when his residence was 
raided by four masked and armed men, and 
he was seriously injured by being struck on 
the head with some hard substance, supposed 
to be the butt of a revolver. 

The applicant in the case was Captain 
Henry J. Hosie, son of Mr. H. Hosie, who 
was declared of unsound mind on April 27, 
1923, one of the grounds of the appeal being 
that he was not entitled to sustain the claim 
as his father did not appear before the Court, 

The principal grounds of the appeal relied 
upon, However, were that the Circvit Judge 
should not have extended the time for making 
the tppeication for compensation on ‘July 21, 
1923 ; hat Mr. Hosie’s mental condition was 
not. due to what occurred on the night of the 
raid, but due to fright and shock—which 
was not a maiming or injury within the old 
Criminal Injuries Acts of 1919-20, which were 
repealed by the Seorstat Eireann Act of 1922, 
the re having been retrospective, so ás 
to extinguish all compensation claims and 
rights previously existing, none of which was 
preserved in this case by the Interpretation 
Act; of 1899.

WOMAN AWARDED £835. 

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA, SITTING 

_ WITHOUT A JURY. 

. The hearing concluded of an action brought 
by Miss Agnes Stewart, of 12 Drummond 
place, Harold's Cross, , Dublin, against John 
Edward. Leeth, of Spencer street, North 
Strand, Dublin, for damages for personal 
Injuries arising out of an accident on Kimmage 
road on the 4th August, -1926.- It appeared 
that the plaintiff was walk®® on the Kimmage 
road in the direction of Harold’s Cross when 
she was struck by a &otor bicycle and side- 
er, he we was driven by the deíendant, and 
sufiered severe injuries, her right leg bei 

fractured in several places. 4 rane 

The defendant denied negligence, . and 
pleaded contributory negligence on the part 
of the plaintiff, who, it was alleged, had 
stepped out in front of his machine so sud- 
denly that he was unable to avoid colliding 
with her. 

Mr. Justice Hanna, having heard the 
evidence for the plaintiff and the defendant, 
said that he must come to the conclusion that 
the defendant was liable for the injuries com- 
plained of. The defendant had been negligent 
in not ore ine plaintiff sufficient oppor- 
tunity of getting out of bis way, and ‘his 
lordship found that the defendant was trayel- 
ling at a faster pace than he thought. Ha 
peeved St for’ personal loss sustained’ by 
the plaintiff and £200 for the injuries ‘and

Mr. J. H. Russell (instructed by Messrs. 
W. J. Shannon and Co.) for Mr. George 
Ryan; Mr. Jellett, K.C.; Mr. Phelps, K.C., 
with Mr, Binchy (instructed by Messrs. 
Gerald Byrne and Co.) for John it. Brown, 
Albert Woodnut, and the Board of Conserva- 
tors; Mr. Leonard, K.C., and Mr. Kings- 
mill Moore (instructed by Messrs. Carruthers 
and Gamble) for Colonel Claude Cane; and 
Mr. Bewley, K.C., and Mr. McGuckin (in- 
structed by the Chief State Solicitor) for the 
Attorney-General.

OVERLOADED ’BUSES. 

eee SERS Re PS 
JUSTICE AND RIVAL 
COMPAN#S’ DUTY. 

At Howth. District Court yesterday Mr. 
Reddin, D.J., had before him the conductors 
and drivers of two "buses of the Dublin 
United Tramways Company, which were 
found to be overloaded at Coolock on Sun- 
day, the 26th ult., one "bus, which was con- 
structed to hold 30 passengers, carrying 45, 
and.the other, constructed to hold 34, carry- 
ing 45. | 

Ip both cases the defence was that the 
conductors did their’ best to prevent the over- 
crowding, but were unable to hold out the 
extra po@engers, 

Joseph Brennan, the conductor of the first 
‘bus, stated that when a crowd going to 
Coolock made to board the vehicle he told 
them that ‘the “bus was full, but they 


Mr. E. H, Burne, solicitor (defending), 
said that on some occasions, when conductors 
of ‘buses tried to prevent persons going out 


io do the “-bona-fida ” from: getting on the 


vehicles, they were assaulted. In fact, on 
many occasions the officials of these "buses 
the Guards to their aid. He 
submitted that there wa: no case against the 
driver, and that. although the conductor was 
guilty of an offence, it was one which he 
could not prevent. 

Superintendent Hughes said that he wanted 
to put an end to this practice of overcrowd- 
ing which was a most dangerous one, 

In. the other. case the conductor was 
Thomas Flanagan, and the driver William 
Russell. 

Mr. Burne said it was no advantage to the 
conductor to overcrowd his "bus, and his was 
a difficult position. In London and other 
cities the larger "buses were allowed to carry 
nine passengers in excess of the number for 
which they were constructed. 

The Justice said that these prosecutions 
were very properly brougnt. Motor traffic 
had increased considerably in Dublin, .and 
day by day the danger of accidents was more 
apperent. Huge vehicles like ‘buses re- 
required very careful handling. There was 
competition between different 'bus companies 
in the city, and the duty of these companies 
was to assist the police in the manner in 
which the "buses were managed. 

He was satisfied that the conductors had 
been guilty of offences, and he fined them 
20s. each. With regard to the drivers, he 
dismissed the summonses against them.

GRANGEGORMAN ASYLUM 
ESTIMATE. 

At yesterday’s meeting of the Committee 
of Management of Grangégorman Mental 
Hospital the estimate for the coming financial 
year—a decrease of £11,560 on last year— 
was adopted without any discussion. 

Mr. Commissioner Hernon said :—‘I beg to 
move the adoption of Report No. 137, 1erom- 
men@ing a net estimate and demand of 
£166, on our contribujory bodies for the 
ensuing financial year. Dealing® first with 
the expenditure and revenue of the current 
year, 1926-27, the Committee will observe 
that our probable expenditure will be less 
than our probable estimate by £7,104, while 
our revenue from paying patients and other 
miscellaneous receipts will exceed our estimate 
by £1,220, making. & total surplus of £8,524 
on the year’s account, which would have been 
considerably greater but for the purchases of 
foreign coal. Adding the ascertained surplus 
at 3lst March, 1926, to the estimated surplus 
on the current year's account gives a total 
estimated credit balance of £14,300 at the 
beginning of next. financial period, Ist April, 
i927. Half of this amount is applied in re: 
duction of the present estimate and demand, 
and half will be temporarily applied during 
the coming year to meet expenditure of a 
capital nature. This will avoid the necessity 
of making any increase im next year's 
estimate and demand if the income and ex- 
penditure approximate to the estimate,”’ 

Mr. Hernon added—- Taking the credit 
balance, estimated revenue and estimated ex- 
penditure, the net decrease on the whole 
demand, as compared with last year, is 
£11,560, excluding a sum of £7,150, which, 
as I have said, the Committee are applying 
temporarily to payments of works of a capital 
nature, As Jast year’s demand was £20,000 
under that of the Ate year, 1 think the 
Committee and their parent bodies have 
reason to be satisfied with the result.’’

Roscommon County Committee of Agricul- 
ture is offering £50 in ‘prizes, with a view to 
stimulating the production of varieties of 
potatoes. which are in demand in Great 
Britain for seed purposes. In a report on 
the seed potatoe industry in County Roscom- 
mon, the Department of Agriculture writes :— 
** Though prices for potatoes in general ruled 
low during the season from November 1925 
to March 1926, yet 1,500 tons of seed potatoes 
were put on rail at Athlone, and for these 
the growers in that area received about 
£6, The Department desire to have seed 
oe growing further developed in County 
toscommon and with this object in view the 
scheme now adopted was submitted. It is 
confined exclusively to the growing of seed 
potatoes for seed purposes. The bog land 
on which the potatoes were grown in Ath- 
lone and which is similar to that in other 
parts of the county, is not suitable for grow- 
ing good table potatoes, but it produces ex- 
cellent seed.’’

The two latter varieties are 
much wanted, and must be supplied in their

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BIG RETURNS FROM BEES.

There are over 1,000 stocks of bees in Co. 
Kilkenny at present, and Mr. Thomas 
McGrath, County Beekeeping Instructor, 
states that thare were only three cases of Isle 
of Wight disease last season. After a series 
of bad seasons, 1926 proved an exceptionally 
good one. A return furnished to the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture on 30th July, gave the 
average yield per’ stock as follows :—Native 
bees—60lbs.; Dutch -bees—42lbs.; Italian 
bees—50lbs.; French bees—42lbs. Average 
was taken from apiaries where instructions 
for control of swarming were fully carried 
out. There was a second flow in 
August and September which completely 
changed the above yields. Taking the return 
for the whole season the Italian and Dutch 
did quite as well as the native bees, havin 
in a number of cases given a surplus o 
147lbs. Price of section honey ranged from 
2ls. per dozen early in the season to 15s. per 
dozen in November. Extracted honey is not 
as largely gone in for as it might, and bee- 
keepers would be acting wisely to take up 
this form of honey production more exten- 
sively. Demand for extracted honey seems 
to be on the increase, and besides, this 
method facilitates management of the hive 
and swarming is kept more under control. : 
Price is lower than section honay, but this is 
more than counter-balanced by the increased 
yield. Suecessful marketing of honey is one 
of the problems of the future as far as bee- 
keeping is concerned, and the only way to 
solve the problem is for every bee-keeper to 
become a member of a bee-keeper’s society.

RETROSPECTION AND 


FORECASTING. 


The farmer’s year does not necessarily 
begin in January. He may date it from 
December if he ploughs then, or from the 
birth of his winter calves, or, from the 
opening of the milk season, or even from 
immediately after the ‘‘ close ” of harvest. 
But, though his life is a series of . antici- 
pations, based on seasonal work, he is 
prone, like other folk, to consider the 
practical aspects of each year’s outlook 
during the first few weeks of its initiation. 
Looking forward in 1927, we fear most 
farmers will be more hopeful than expec- 
tant! Certainly those who study the 
position of the industry seriously have 
little ground for being sanguine as they 
revisw tne present and the urmediate 
past. Take cattle, as a measure of pros- 
perity—and a subject which nearly every 
Irish farmer must consider—and what do 
we find? The current Purdon’s Almanac 
shows Dublin prices for fat cattle on 
January 8 last year as 47s, per cwt. (a 
lower price than those for 1924 and 1925) ; 
the Trish Times of 14th inst. shows prices 
running from 28s. to 34s. for '' average 
run of best beef cows’’ to 44s. to 46s. 6d. 
for ‘‘ choice quality beasts.’’ Let us put 
beside this comparison two further facts. 
In 1925 the numlr of cattle in Ireia nd 
was 4,658,500, and in that year we ex- 
ported 781,733. Of that export 247,759 
were fat cattle. It is a safe conclusion 
that the farmers’ chief wealth js in their 
cattle, of which probably one-third comes 
into the category we are considering. 
Judged by this (speculative and neces- 
sarily inexact, but typical) illustration, 
Irish farmers cannot congratulate them- 
selves as they cross the threshold of the 


year. 
The Farmers’ Immediate Prospects. 


Now, there is “no getting out of” live 
stock. For good or ill, Ireland is tied, and 
for an indefinite time, to raising beef, mutton } 
and bacon and producing milk and butter. 
Our area under crops has undergone no radical 
change in the last few years, and no one 
expects that it will do'so in the near future. 
A little more beet here, a little less oats 
there; a small increase in green crops, 
balanced by a decrease in hay and vice 
rersa—these and similar fluctuations over the 
other crops classified in our agricultural 
returns tell a series of tales, whose incidents 
vary, back and forward, but whose endings 
are almost identical, and not, alas, “happy : 
They also forecast for us, within reasonable 
limits,. our probable imminent _ future. 
Though the practical farmer thinks forward, 
he does not easily alter his programme. We 
shall ring the changes on beef cattle, milking 
cattle (perhaps with a bias for the best 
milkers, though there are rumours of improved 
prices for beef), general purpose beasts, bacon 
and pork, mangels and beet (with an increased 
reference, in the favourable areas, for the 
latter), hay and cereals, just as in past years 
We shall have the same marketing difficulties 
to face, in the main, as in 1926. We may 
find, thanks to control, an improved price 
for Irish butter and eggs; but, though 
probabilities point to an increased demand 
for them on the British market, we cannot, 
ag yet. so foresee the reactions upon that 
market of foreign and Colonial competition as 
to be very suré of this. ‘The best price, . 
even if we get it, may not be a “ goo 
price from the producers’ standpoint, And, 
as the Shannon scheme will not have yet 
materialised, no notable subsidisation of 
agriculture through new. and allied rural 
industries can come into a forecast for 1927. 


Lights in the Gloom, 


There are, indeed, a few hopeful signs to 
lighten the farmer’s depression, the beginning 
of which this year may witness, and, although 
we cannot expect rapid results from them, 
such results as we may hope for would be 
welcome as inaugurating a gradual improve- 
ment. We have mentioned beet, butter and 
eggs. If anything is foreseeable for farm- 
ing in 1927, it is an increase in the area under 
beet, in the better bred milch cows, 
perhaps, too, in beef cattle, and in 
ultry. In these we may look for the faint 
innings of prosperity, unless they are can- 
celled by unforeseen developments, either in 
the political sphere or in the inflexible 
despotisms of the world-market; these, only 
the gradual perfecting of co-operative organi- 
sation can annul. ere are also prospects 
of placing within the reach of straitened pro- 
ducers a new form of agricultural credit. 
Even the anticipations of a more flexible and, 
perhaps, cheaper credit, and of a securer 
place on the butter and egg market, nearer 
the top than the bottom as regards price, 
may do something to stimulate our farmers 
to an increase in production — which 
we thus venture to anticipate in those 
branches of the industry upon which they 
bear. How essential this increase is to 
national prosperity, every fresh examination 
of our financial position proves, but what is 
needed for the stimulus to bring it about is 
not so much increased drudgery on the farm 
as a combination of improved method, with 
a more hopeful outlook—ar™ outlook which 
we have admitted it is not easy to obtain 
in a new year view under our existing 
limitations. 


Non-Political Politics and the Individual. 


It will be seen that to car ECAI H act 
any sanguine expectation regarding the future 
of his bhair the farmer has to consider 
the politics of agriculture—fortunately. for 
him not, so far, sectional in their character— 
as they threaten to become: in England.

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SUGAR BEET v. OTHER 
ROOT CROPS. 


VALUE OF BYE-PRODUCTS. 


In view of the ofhcial opening of the Carlow 
Sugar Factory this week more attention will 
probably be paid by farmers to the value of 
the by-products for stock feeding. Mr. T. A. 
Rudd, A.R.C:Sc.I., points out that, in coun- 
tries where the manufacture of sugar from 
beet is established, the importance of these 
food substances is well recognised, Farmers 
there use leaves and crowns, wet and dried 
pulp, sugar pulp and molasses in such quan- 
tities that they find it. unnecessary and un- 
profitable to grow mangels or turnips to any 
considerable extent; and the. required clean- 
ing and manuring course in their rotation is 
supplied by sugar beet. 

Irish farmers will do well to avail of the 
See pat opportunity afforded by the Sugar 
factory in Carlow to test there products For 
themselves. They will thus fit themselves to 
secure the full benefits which result from the 
beet sugar industry, not, the least of which 
is the ability to retain for summer use a 
supply of valuable root food in forms which 
will not deteriorate—viz.: dried pulp and 
sugar pulp. 

It is now recognished, adds Mr, Rudd, that 
the cultivation of -mangels atid turnips for 
feeding purposes is not profitable, and that 
these crops are grown so extensively in. this 
country only because they afford a means of 
cleaning and manuring the land. 

Sugar beet can be substituted profitably 
because it produces a quick cash return, and 
at the same time yields the food «substances 
for live-stock already stated. It also enables 
wheat to be profitably included in the grain 
rotation, 

The intelligent use of these foodstuffs en- 
ables farmers to reduce their present. unpro- 
fitable root rotation of mangels and turnips, 
substituting a system of green manuring, if 
necessary, in combination with sugar beet. 


VALUE OF CAKE 
FEEDING 


COMPARED WITH TOP. 
DRESSING. 


Complaints have been heard recently about 
the quality of grass-fed sheep produced ir 
Ireland during the last three seasons, the re- 
ference being not .to breed type, which is 
generally admitted to be improved, but to 
want of quality or “ finish.” This disquiet- 
ing feature has followed on the slump and 
the consequent restriction of top-dressing 
and cake feeding. Agriculture, like most 
things, is subject to fashions, which change 
from time to time, and at the moment cake 
feeding is out of fashion, 

The extraordinary results obtained by 
phosphatic top-dressing, both by practical 
farmers all over the country and at Cockle 
Park and other experimental centres, notably 
Clonakilty, have rather created a feeling that 
nothing else is required. While no one can 
deny the benefits to be derived from top- 
dressing, (at Clonakilty one acre, two years 
after dressing, fed.as much as two acres un- 
dressed), more than this is required to put 
on the finish of which many of the cattle are 
capable, and for which there is a never 
satisfied demand 

The feeding of cotton cake on the grass, 
as part of a well-managed grazing system, 
puts on the necessary finish and at the 
same time greatly increases the carrying 
capacity of the land. Why cotton cake 
should have such a marked manurial effect 
can be understood when its contents of 
phosphoric acid, potash and nitrogen is con- 
sidered. 

A ton of cotton cake contains nitrogen 
equivalent to 54 cwt. of sulphate of am- 
monia, phosphoric acid equivalent to 3) cwt, 
of 35 per cent. superphosphate, and potash 
equivalent to rather more than 24 cwt. of 
kainit. A fattening beast which has made 
its growth is storing little more than fat in 
its system, and retains comparatively little 
of these, the proportions given by Waring- 
ton being $.9 per ¢ent. for the nitrogen and 
2.5 per cent. for the minerals, the remaining 
96.1 per cent. of nitrogen and 97.7 per cent. 
of phosphoric acid and potash going on to 
the iad: 

On this basis the amounts of the fertilising 
ingredients supplied by a ton of cotton cake 
are equal to those contained in 44 cwt. sul- 
phate of ammonia, a little more than 3 cwt. 
of superphosphate, 35 per cent. and 24 cwt. 
kainit. 

The close grazing which is customary 
under this system has an important effect in 
ee a sweet, nutritious and very 
digestible herbage; in fact, there seems to be 
a great similarity in principle between this 
method of feeding ott the newly discovered 
Hohenheim system of intensive pasturing (by 
treatment with nitrogen, phosphate and 
potash), which is at present under trial in 
seveyal districts. 


RUSSIAN GRAIN EXPORTS. 
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According to a report issued by the 
British Foreign Office on the operations of 
the Cer ne organisation set up. by 
the Soviet Government at Moscow, it ap- 

ars that the Russian export trade in grain 
ig entirely in the hands of a State organisa- 
tion called the Export Grain Company, which 
has been given the sole right of export of 
grain and grain products. The company 
does not itself make any purchases, nor does 
it accept grain from private dealers, but 
sells grain received from what are described 
as “ basic grain-purchasing organisations " on 
a commission basis. These latter organisa- 
tions have assigned to them each season pur- 
chase quotas within the limits of which they 
may purchase grain; their operations are 
financed by the State Bank, and they are 
bound to pay no more than a fixed price, 
which varies in different areas. In addition, 
a certain amount is purchased by private 
dealers and co-operatives. These two classes 
of purchases are used to provide partly for 
the. needs of Russian territories which are 
not self-supporting, and partly for the export 
trade, but the report states that certain 
measures now in force are likely to have the 
effect of restricting private trading during 
the current season, thereby throwing on the 
basic ofganisations further obligations in re- 
spect of supplies for the home market. Ac-

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ELECTRO-FARMING IN 
1926.

Electro-farming in 1926 has at least made 
one very great advance—that of prestige. 

Since, in electrical circles, the President of 
the Institution of Electrical Engineers 
mentioned the number of farmers using elec- 
tric light and power (which now stands at 
650, as compared with 200 a couple of years 
ago), electricity supply engineers have been 
inclined to look upon rural supply with more 
favourable eyes, 

The fact that a farming load is there ready 
to be ‘‘ picked up’’ has again and again been 
evidenced, and the decision of the Council cf 
the National Farmers’ Union to lose ve 
opportunity of pressing for any rural supply 
benefits likely to be conferred by the Electri- 
city Bill, has come at just the right time. 
Naturally, the supply engineers. and Central 
Station authorities cannot extend their lines 
without some indication that the cavital thas 
laid out is likely to prove a remunerative 
investment. In this connection it is inter- 
esting to note that the situation, where lines 
have already been extended, is. exceedingly 
satisfactory. In Devonshire, Yorkshire, 
South Wales, Ayrshiré and Fife, for instance, 
farmers are eagerly seizing the opportunity 
offered, and are using electric power for dairy 
work and in the poultry sheds, as well as for 
such tasks as hay chaffing, corn crushing, 
root cutting, threshing, pumping, etc. 
Similiar benefits will also be available shortly 
in areas round Birmingham, Wolverhampton, 
Aylesbury, Norwich, in North Wales and 
other districts. 

The Shannon Scheme. 

The writer recently visited the Shannon 
Scheme in Limerick, and was very interested 
to note the great progress made there. In 
the neighbourhood of Dublin, engineers are 
hard at work erecting rural distribution lines. 
In a class by itself is the proposed Cheste~ 
experiment, for here, besides the extension 
of the supply lines to ninety farmers, de- 
finite experimental work is to be supervised 
on six selected farms, where, under practical 
working conditions, it is hoped to collect 
much valuable working data. | This is in line 
with the opinions of prominent engineers (give: 


} eaflier in the year) to. the effect that research 


work should be instituted by the engineering 
fraternity rather than by agriculturists, it 
being so very greatly to the advantage of the 
former to arouse rural interest, 

Valuable for Ploughong. 

Research work at Rothamsted Experimenta! 
Station and the Aberdeen University has 
this year added. its quota to electre-farming 
knowledge. Exceedingly valuable to the 
future of ploughing is the discovery’that a 
ploughshare can be lubricated by the aid of 
electricity. From the electro-farming point 
of view, the most important Aberdeen experi- 
ments have been those connected with ultra- 
violet light and its application to cows and 
goats. Evidence has been brought forward 
to support the theory that such application 
will increase milk production, just as it has 
been found to increase the egg productive 
powers of hens The health effects on chicks 
(i.e., checking of rickets and the acceleration 
of the growth of the birds) has its parallel] in 
the safeguarding of the health of heavy milk- 
ing cows, and, be it whispered, of racehorses, 
(A sure tip to-day is to put your money on the 
ultra-violet treated horse.) After ajl, what 
these wonderful rays do is really only to 
bring about the conditions of summer sun- 
shine in our dreary winter days. 

A survey of the manufacturing field indi- 
cates pretty clearly that, until the general 
public knows exactly what the Electricity 
Bill is going to do for it, the majority of 
people are disinclined to invest in a private 
plant, but this natural tendency will inevit- 
ably adjust itself during the coming year, 
when private persons discover just where the 
extensions of the proposed “grid’’ will 
operate. Manufacturers of electrically driven 
dairy equipment have a rosy future. Milking 
machines are selling briskly, and the new 
Dairy Regulations coming into force next 
April will call for refrigerating machinery 
which electrical manufacturers are already in 
a position to supply. 

In general, therefore, the year has been one 
of progress, for the continuance of which one 
has every reason to hope.

A serious situation has arisen in the 
City of Ningpo, less than 100 miles south- 
ward of Shanghai, where the Northern 
forces, under Marshal Sun Chuan-fang, 
drove out the Cantonese armies last 
Sunday.

ing and damaging property. Panic has 
been caused by-the attitude of the troops, 
who are allowed about the city carrying 
hand grenades. ' 

, Shanghai is without its regular tramway 
service to-day owing to a strike. The em- 
ployés of two large department stores are 
also striking, and the electric light power 
station was threatened with a general 
“ walk-out’’ of the employés, following 
renewed Labour. demands. 

The Nationalist léaders, now in con- 
ference at Hankow, are reported to have 
decided to launch an attack against 
Shanghai immediately, under the com- 
mand of General Tanyenkai, the leading 
Southern militarist. 

Marshal Sun Chuan-fang, the Northern 
leader, announces that he will seize the 
Customs surtaxes at Shanghai on January 
20th, in spite of strenuous: protests from 
foreign- merchants. 

More than 40 per cent. of China’s entire 
foreign trade passes through Shanghai, 
and the fereign population is apprehensive 
of developments. 

Although no forces have yet . landed, 
there are approximately 35,500 now avail- 
able, which the authorities consider ample 
to handle the local situation for the 
present. 


RADIO AND CRIME.

A NEW POLICE DEVICE, 
NEW YORK, Wednesday. 

Another stage in the age-old fight for 
supremacy between the criminal] and 
society was entered upon to-day, when 
the Chief of Police of the town of Passaic, 
New Jersey, announced that, if the tests 
were successful, all constables under his 
command would in future be provided 
with miniature portable wireless receiving 
sets in order to keep them in constant 
touch with the central station at police 
headquarters. 

According to the inventor, who himself 
is a Passaic man, an alarm sent out from 
the central station will immediately reach 
all policemen equipped with receiving 
sets within a radius of three and a hali 
miles. 

The sets have one valve and tiny 
batteries, and are so compact that they 
are fitted into a box the size of a 
cigarette case. The policemen will carry 
collapsible earphones, and will have small 
aerials attached to cheir sleeves or to the 
lapels of their coats. On the outside of 
their uniform will be fastened a small 
electric bulb, which will give them the 


| signal to “listen in” with the earphones 


by lighting up. The Chief of Police 
believes that the invention will be of 
great assistance in checking crime, and 
especially in catching gunmen in motor 
cars.—(Reuter.)

LOST OPPORTUNITIES. 


Speaking at the dinner of the Irish Club 
in London fast night, Mr. Henry B. 
Thompson, Food Controller in Canada 
during the war, said that he had returned 
to Ireland after thirty-five years. One 
thing that he found fault with was that 
the politicians of Ireland did not give the 
people the facts. The people were so 
accustomed to being told what good fellows 
they were that they did not know what 
they had to compete with. Great Britain 
was now importing two and a half times 
as much butter as she did twelve vears 
ago, but the exports of butter from 
Northern Ireland were ‘only a third of 
what they were twelve years ago. Last 
year Great Britain imported sixty-three 
million pounds worth .of bacon and pig 
products and over twenty million pounds 
worth of eggs. 

Here was a market at Ivrelund’s doors, 
and, if Ireland took the opportunity, she 
would soon be out of her financial diffi- 
culties. 


THE ATTENDANCE. 

Influenza deprived the dinner of the 
Club both of its chairman and one of its 
principal guests. In the place of Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Walter Grant Morden, 
M.P., Mr. Edward Shortt, K.C., a former 
Chief Secretary for Ireland, occupied the 
chair. 

Lieutenant-Colone] T. C. Moore, M.P., 
proposing the toast of *‘ Our Guests,’’ said 
that Southern Ireland was coming through 
a very difficult period, and she had the 
right to expect the sincerest and best work 
from all her children. It was the duty of 
every Irisliman inside and outside Ireland 
to give of his best in helping her through 
that period. 


BUSINESS MEN AND TARIFFS. 

Mr. George N. Jacob, replying, said 
that he had formed the opinion that there 
were considerable possibilities of steady 
growth in the prosperity of Ireland. The 
new Government had shown a statesman- 
like grasp of affairs. Though they had 
made some mistakes, on the whole they 
had’ done good work, and they should be 
returned at the forthcoming election with 
a satisfactory majority. The mainstay of 
country was agriculture. Unfor- 
tunately, the last few years had not been 
prosperous, but the action of the Govern- 
ment to improve the breeds of live-stock 
and to look after the better marketing of 
butter and eggs would do much to assist 
farmers in obtaining higher prices. 

Among business men there was 4 
divergence of opinion on the question of 
tariffs. Personally, he favoured tariffs on 
similar lines to those in Great Britain, 
so that trade might run more smoothly 
between the two countries.

7 A TRAGIC FIGURE. 

There are few more, tragic figures in 
history than the ex-Empress Charlotte of 
Mexico, daughter of Leopold 1. of 
Belgium, sister of Leopold II., aunt of 
King Albert, and widow of the Archduke 
Maxmillian of Austria, who was shot 
after accepting the Throne of Mexico by 
the troops of Juarez in 1867. For more 
than fifty years she had been insane as 
the result of that tragic episode. 

She was born at the Chateau de Laeken, 
Bryssels, in June, 1840. At the age of 
17 she married the brother of the late 
Emperor Francis Joseph of Austria in 
1857. After the Frenth war with Mexico 
in 1862, her. husband. was proclaimed by 
Napoleon III. Emperor of Mexico. His 


reign lasted until 1866, when Napoleon 


ordered the withdrawal of the French 
troops. : 

The adventure was a hopeless one from 
the outset, but the Empress Charlotte had 
boundless ambitions. Her own brother, 
the Count of Flanders, spoke with sorrow 
of that “excessive desire to be Sovereign 
of it matters not what nor where which 
led her into the Mexican affair.” 


RESOLUTE RULER. 

Even when it became apparent that 
Napoleon was going to -withdraw the 
French troops, on whose support the 
Empire was founded, she became more 
determined than ever in her imperial 
career. 

When her husband was away from the 
Mexican capital, which was a frequent 
occurrence, she assumed the Regency and 
acted with a resolution and initiative 
which contrasted with the hesitancy that 
characterised her husband. When he was 
at home she filled at times the chief office 
of his Cabinet. The United States was 
lending assistance to: the Radicals, the 
party of Juarez, who were fighting the 
Empire foreed on their country by 
Napoleon III. The Empire tottered and 
fell. 

When Napoleon announced that the 
days of the French occupation were 
numbered, Maximilian would’ have abdi- 
cated, but his wife persuaded him to re- 
tain the Throne. She came to Europe in 
a final effort to save the Empire. She saw 
Napoleon, but was unsuccessful in winning 
back his support. Then she went to Rome, 
but found the Pepe as unsympathetic as 
Napoleon. It was then that she began to 
realise the hopelessness of her ambition, 
and her reason definitely began to give 
way. 
VISIT TO THE VATICAN. 

When Napoleon refused to accede to her 
wishes she quarrelled violently with him, 
and accused him of attempting to poison 
her, When she visited Pope Pius IX. she 
refused to comply with the Vatican 
etiquette of wearing a mantilla, and 
appeared before the Pope wearing a hat. 
She was talking earnestly with him when 
a cup of chocolate was placed before her. 
She suddenly dipped her fingers in the 
cup, and, putting them to her mouth, 
cried out that she was dying of hunger, 
and that everything served to her was 
poisoned. She then threw a dish of 
pastries at, the Pope’s head, and declared 
that the people of her entourage were in 
the pay of Napoleon and were seeking her 
life. 
The Pope tried to reassure her, but she 
became more violent. She refused to leave 
the Vatican, where alone, she said, she 
felt safe. She was allowed, therefore, to 
spend the night in the library, beds being 
made up for her and her lady-in-waiting. 


STORM AND CALM. 

This was the beginning of the end. 
Mercifully, her mind failed her before the 
tragie end of ‘her husband, who was shot 
by a Mexican firing squad. From 1879 on- 
wards. she lived at the chateau of 
Bouchout, not far from Brussels, where 
she often received visits from King Albert 
and Queen Elizabeth. The remainder of 
her life was marked by the alternation of 
violent emotional crises and calm periods, 
when she would employ herself with her 
toilet, reading, the piano, cards, and em- 
broidery. 

During the war hers was almost the only 
estate Act untouched by the Germans. 
She knew nothing of the great European 
struggle. Throughout the occupation she 
was treated with respect by the Germans 
on the strict orders of the Kaiser. It is 
said that Hindenburg once sought an inter- 
with with her, and that the Empress 
speaking in German, her native tongue, 
accused him of coming to make war against 


| her; but she prophesied that he would be 


defeated by God and the Emperor. The 
story goes that she intimidated even the 
redoubtable General, who regarded her as 
a prophetess.

The installation of the new Texas 
Governor, Mr. Dan Moody, yesterday 
marks the close for the time being of an 
experiment begun in the 1924 elections, 
when the States of Wyoming and Texas 
chose women as Governors. While 
tovernor Nellie Ross gave Wyoming a 
quietly efficient Administration which 
drew approval from all sides, Texas found 
ample cause of complaint regarding the 
way the affairs of the State were managed 
by Governor “ Ma ” Ferguson, or, rather, 
dominated by her husband, ex-Governor 
James Ferguson.

‘OPEN CONFLICT MORE REMOTE. 


From ‘‘ Tue TIMES ' CORRESPONDENT. 
WASHINGTON, Wednesday. 
The arbitration, or litigation, of the 
differences between Mexico and the United 
States 1s nearer, and the possibility of an 
open conflict is remoter as the result of 
the developments of yesterday afternoon 
in the Senate and elsewhere. These 
were :'— 
1—The ‘introduction by Senator Robin- 


son, of Arkansas, Democratic leader, with 


the assent of Senator Borah, of Idaho— 
and thus by extension of the whole Pro- 
gressive Republican group—of a resolution 
expressing the opinion of the Senate, and, 
“with some reliability the state of public 
sentiment,’’ as being in favour of efforts 
“to effect arrangements by which. all the 
controversies which have arisen, or may 
hereafter arise, with Mexico relating to 


property or property rights of nationals of- 


the United States in Mexico which may 
not be adjusted by diplomatic negotiations, 
shall be arbitrated or litigated.’* This was 
referred to the Committee on Foreign 
Relations, and will probably pass. 

2—-On receiving word of this the Presi- 
dent sent for the Secretary of State,. Mr. 
Kellogg, who soon afterwards issued a 
statement declaring that he saw nothing 
‘“‘ inappropriate or untimely ’’ in this ex- 
pression of opinion, that the principle of 
arbitration was one of the leading policies 
of “ the American Government, and 
ennouncing that for .some- time he had 


“been giving,very careful consideration to 


the question of the definite application of 
the principle of arbitration to the existing 
controversy with Mexico. } 
3—The Press of the ‘country to-day, 
almost without exception, leaps to the con- 
clusion that the United States is finally

‘Public health administration in the Irish 


| Free State is undergoing complete re- 


organisation. It is expected that, when 
the clauses of the Local Government Act 
of 1925, which deal with this matter, have 
been put into force, there will be a steady 
improvement in the health of the people. 
Chief among the provisions of that Act is 


‘the appointment in every county, or health 


unit, of a full-time Medical Officer, who 
will. supervise the entire health administra- 
tion of his area, including the medical and 
dental inspection and treatment of school 
children. | 

The cost of the reorganised system to 
the ratepayers will be small, and the De- 
partment of Local Government feels that 
it will be productive expenditure in the 
best possible sense. 


BEHIND THE TIMES. 


Discussing the matter with an J/rish 
Times representative yesterday, Mr. E. P. 
McCarron, Secretary to the Local Govern- 
ment Department, and Dr. E. F. Stephen- 
son, Chief Medical Officer of the -Local 
Government Department, said :— 

“Our public health organisation is defi- 
nitely behind modern requirements, owing 
largely to the fact that our expert local 
health officers were primarily employed. in 
treating disease. . Heretofore ‘sanitary 
defects were taken as a matter of course, 
but with the establishment of the Free 
State a more searching criticism from 
sources, both internal and external, has 
been applied. 

‘The rapid progress in health legislation, 
and especially as regards the protection of 
food, made in England, Denmark’ and 
other countries, has placed us at. some 
commercial disadvantage, and it is feared 
that, unless strenuous efforts are made to 
make good our recognised defects, Trish 
products in competition with those where 
hygienic methods are systematically 
adopted will be prejudicially affected, “or 
the. markets may be closed on health 
grounds. | 

“Tt is felt that highly qualified and ex- 
perienced men are essential to undertake 
these important health problems and to 
bring the sanitary requirements to a 
proper standard. 

“Apart from the public health point of 
view, which is of the utmost importance, 
the trade aspect of the question is being 
daily pressed on the Department. In con- 
sequence of representations made to tho 
authorities in the United States, Dr. Tuck, 
Inspector of the Bureau of Anima! In- 
dustry, was specially detailed to visit this 
country and report on the conditions ‘under 
which bacon. was. prepared for export. 
Recent proceedings of the British House 
of Parliament show that a critical watch 
is being kept on the admission of Itish. 
milk and cream, and a reference to the 
Press of the 30th ultimo will show that 
uneasiness by leaders of the dairy industry 
i; felt. 


MAIN ESSENTIALS. x 


“The main essentials in public health 
administration are: (1) sanitary areas of 
adequate extent, and (2) trained whole- 
time health officers to control the sanitary 
inspectors, and to administer the laws and 
regulations impartially. 

‘“‘Infection and disease have little 
relation to arbitrary administrative 
boundaries, and it is beyond dispute that 
the best ‘results in the prevention of 
human: suffering and death are achieved 
in large areas of local control. Experience 
has shown that, however competent. a parft- 
time medical practitioner may personally 
be, he frequently suffers from certain un- 
avoidable disabilities in his capacity as a 
medical officer of health. He is in- 
dividualistic rather than communal in out- 
look, and his public duties conflict with 
his interest as a private practitioner and 
often bring him into collision with his 
fellow-practitioners. 

“These two essentials were recognised 
in the Local Government Act, 1925, and 
the appointment of whole-time medical 
officers of health is now not alone a statu- 
tory obligation, but is an inevitable corol- 
lary to the widening of the administrative 
area which was accomplished under the 
provisions of that Act. 

“ Few reforms have received so much 
public consideration prior to being em- 
bodied in legislation than that of the 
whole-time medical officer of health. It 
was recommended by the Irish Public 
Health Council, in May, 1920. Later, in 
1923, the whole subject was carefully con- 
sidered by the General Council of County 
Councils, who, when local rates generally 
were at a point higher than at present, 
proposed .the County Councils as the 
appropriate health units, and as regards 
stafing made the following recommenda- 
tion :— | 

‘* We recommend (a) that the following 
health officers should be appointed for 
each health unit (with assistants, where 
necessary) under a scheme. to he approved 
of by the Minister of Local Government : 
(1) a whole-time medical’ officer of health: 
(2) a whole-time veterinary officer. of 
health (all veterinary inspection to be 
carried out by whole-time veterinary 
officers): (3) provision should be made for 
the effective medical examination of 
school children, and of the conditions, 
from a health point of view, under which 
they receive instruction. (b) That the 
qualifications of al] candidates for surgical, 
medical and veterinary. appointments by 
loca] health authorities and poor. law 
authorities (if continued) be in accordance 


with regulations to be made by the 
Minister of Local Government, and that
